Then  his  words  seemed  only  inspirational 
rhetoric.  Now  Anandamurti  and  his  disciples 
are  lighting  for  their  lives.  In  I960,  Ananda 
Marga,  the  organuation  founded  by  Ananda- 
murti, was  barely  five  years  old  and  just 
beginning  to  exert  its  moral  and  spir>iuai 
influence  on  Indian  society.  Today  it  is  bearing 
the  full  force  of  Indira  Candhi's  repressive 
attack  on  civil  liberties  and  dissent.  Ananda- 
murti himself  has  been  imprisoned  for  over 
(our  years;  for  the  past  three  years  he  has 
been  on  a liquid  fast  in  protest  against  the 
mistreatment  he  has  undergone  in  jail, 
including  an  attempted  poisoning. 


Ananda  Marga  formed 

Eight  years  after  India's  independence,  in 
19b5,  Anandamurti  (then  known  by  his  given 
name,  Prabhat  Rainjan  Sarkar)  gathered 
together  several  of  bis  persona)  disciples  and 
formed  an  organizatiort  to  propagate  Ananda 
Mai  ga  (the  Path  of  Bliss),  a synthesis  of  tradi- 
t'O'al  Tantric  and  yogic  practices  with  a care- 
fully planned  program  of  service  and  social 
reform  By  the  early  1060s  tf.e  organitation 
was  largo  enough  to  support  full-time  workers, 
and  It  formed  an  order  of  renur'Ciates,  who 
spread  all  over  India,  initiating  oihers  and 
founding  schocis,  children's  homes,  and  relief 
teams  Tfte  motto  of  the  Margiis  (as  the 
nn.mbers  of  Ananda  Marga  came  to  be  cafltd) 
was  "L  iberation  for  the  Self  and  Service  to  the 
Wcrld." 


The  goal  of  Ananda  Marga's  se-vice  work 
was  not  simply  to  fill  minds  and  belUe«  a.Td  to 
bandage  wounds  bat  to  engender  a dynamic, 
spiritual  society.  It  gave  oat  inspiration  and 
hope  along  with  bread  and  milk  — "You  arc- 
the  chilcf  of  a great  Father,  the  wh^le  universe 
is  your  home,  you  have  every  right  to  ust  it  to 
the  fullest."

Serious  harassment  of  Anandamurti  be- 
gan in  June  1971.  After  he  had  moved  the 
Ananda  Marga  headquarters  from  Rantlii  to 
Patna,  the  vacated  headquarters  building  in 
Ranchi  was  searched  bv  the  police  and  nothing 
was  found  Shortly  after,  the  still  vacated 
building  w.ii  searched  again  and  a large  cache 
of  guns  and  explosives  was  allegedly  found. 
Anandamij.'ti  was  arrested  in  Patna  and 
released  on  bail  six  weeks  later. 


Also  arrested  in  the  Ranchi  incident  was  a 
monk  known  as  Madhavananda,  who  some- 
time later  confessed  to  having  murdeied  a 
number  of  disaffected  workers  of  Ananda 
Marga.  Madhavananda  received  a government 
pardon  for  implicating  Anat'damurtt  as  the 
head  of  this  murder  conspiracy.  In  December, 
1971,  Anandamurti  was  arrested  on  these 
charges 

From  the  beginning,  Anandamurti  and  his 
co-defendants  have  maintained  that  the 
charges  are  fabricated  and  the  case  itself  is 
politicailv  motivated.  The  judge  who  originally 
committed  the  case  to  trial  did  so  with  major 
reservations,  citing  "defects"  on  "every 
material  point"  of  Madhavananda's  testimony 
and  the  lack  of  corroboration.  .Meanwhile  Mrs. 
Gandhi,  at  total  variance  with  the  comrritting 
court's  findings,  made  a prejudicial  statement 
to  a Canadian  Member  of  Parliament  declaring 
that  there  was  "overwhelming  suspicion"  of 
Anandamurti's  guilt. 
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The  Canadian's  inquiry  was  written 
(lurinj;  a (lurry  of  protest  which  followed  the 
alleged  poiLoning  of  Anandamurti  by  the 
prison  doctor  m Ft-bruarv,  197.1.  Despite 
massive  protests  at  heme  and  official  inquiries

He  was  still  fasting  in  June,  1975,  when 
Mrs  Candbi  tleclared  a "state  of  emergenev" 
throughout  India,  claiming  th.u  internal  and 
extern,il  forces  were  preparing  to  topple  her 
government.  The  real  reason,  however,  was 
obvious.  .Mrs.  Gandhi's  ruling  Congiess  Party, 
despite  her  most  determined  cantpaignmg 
efforts,  had  suffered  a defeat  in  Cu;araf, 
India's  westernmost  state  This  was  seen  as  a 
barometer  for  tht*  national  elections  to  be  held 
in  the  spring  of  1976.  News  of  the  Gujarat 
defeat  vsas  followed  immediately  by  another 
blow  — on  June  12,  the  High  Court  at 
Allahabad  found  Mrs.  Gandhi  guilty  on  two 
counts  of  electoral  corruption,  stemming  from 
her  election  to  the  lower  house  of  Parliament 
in  1971. 

The  Allahabad  decision,  if  upheld  by  the 
Supremo  Court,  would  have  cost  Mrs  Gandhi 
her  Prime  Ministership.  Before  the  Supreme 
Court  had  a chance  to  decide,  Mrs  Ganchi 
lashed  out  against  her  critics  She  ordered 
massive  arrests  of  her  opponents  and  clamped 
a censorship  on  the  press  that  was  harsher 
than  any  imposed  during  India's  wars. 
Meanwhile,  Mrs.  Gandhi  assumed  essentially 
dictatorial  powers.  A week  later  she  banned 
twenty-siK  organizations,  inefuding  Ananda 
Marga. 

Under  this  ban,  all  members  of  Ananda 
Marga  are  si.bicct  to  arrest  and  indefinite 
detention  without  formal  charges,  with  the 
probability  of  torture  and  the  invitation  to 
admit  to,  or  implicate  others  in,  various 
po!itic,tl  crimes.  Several  Margiis  have  recently 
been  charged  with  the  1974  bombing  that 
killed  railway  minister  L.  N.  Mishra.  Once 
again,  despite  the  strong  evidence  to  the  con- 
trary, Mrs.  Gandhi  has  personally  proclaimed 
the  Margiis  guilty  before  the  trial  has  even 
begun.
